dine, on the rhird of this Inſtant Julp , upon one of His 
Majcſties Souldierts ; under the Command of Major Cicneral 
Mceap, without any occaſion or provocation : Thetciorethe 
Lords of His Majeſttes Privy Council, in His Majeſties Name and 
Authority, Have though fit, by open Proclamation, to Certihe the 
Leidges of this Inhumane Murder, and do Require all Magilſtrats, 
Souldiers, and other Leidges, to do their outmoſt Indeavour and - 
Diligence,to Apprehend the Jaid Lord Bellendine, that he may 
be brought to condign Puniſhment, eſpecially ſuch of the Leidges 
as livesat Paſſes, orFerries; and in caſe any of the Leidges may 
have ſeenthe 1aid Lord Bellendine before they were certified of 
his Crime, and.Required to Apprehend him, that immedaatly up- 
onlntimation ofthis Proclamation, theſe perſons give noticetothe 
next Magiſtrats, Juſtices of Peace, Officers of the Army, cr Conz 
tables, wherethey did ſee the ſaid Lord Bellendine, ſince the 
committing of the ſaid Murder, to theeflecthe may be Purſued, 
and Seiſed, Indemnifying hereby any Perſon from the hazard of 
Slavghter, Mutilation, os any other Acts of Violence, which they 
may commit againſt the ſaid Lord Bellendine, or any perſons 
with him, in Apprebending of him: And for the further Incouz 
ragement of this Service, The Lords of His Majeſties Privy Counz 
cil, Do Promiſe and Aſſurethe Sum of Two thouſand Merks Scots 
to any perſon or Perſons, who ſhall ſeize the ſaid LordBellendine, 
*and Deliver him to any of His Majeſtics Magiſtrats or Officers of his 
Army ; Diſcharging hereby any of Hts Majeſtics Leidges to Shel- 
ter, Harbour, or any ways Aſſiſt or Supply the ſaid Lord Bellen- 
dine vpontheir higheſt peri]. And Ordaing theſe Preſepts to be Print: 
ed and Publiſhed by Macers, Purſeyants, or Meſlepgers, at the 
Mercat Croſſe of Edinburgh, or any other places ncc«lary,
